Many 
Mohammedans end Hindoos have been 
killed and scores wounded; neverthe- 
less they show no signs of yielding. 
The regulars are regarded as unequal 
to the work of subduing them, and 
volunteers have been called upon to 
do duty in the streets.

“It is nearly as certain as anything 
can be thft quite a considerable change 
will be the result of the conference.

“By this course the conduct of the 
business of the House will be placed 
entirely in the hands of the majority. 
With regard to the sentiment of the 
South concerning the repeal of the 
Sherman act, I believe it is in a forma- 
tive state. Eighteen months ago the 
South was strongly in favor of free 
coinage, but -it is not so today. I 
should say the sentiment is now about 
half and half.”

THE RECENT CRISIS. 


Rise and Fall ‘of the Financial 
Flurry. 


A Senseless Seare from the Begin- 
ning to the End. 


At No Time Warranted by the Con- 


dition of the Banks. 


The People, However, Regained Their 
Senses Before It Was Too Late—A 
General Review of the 
Situation. 


The past week has been a most pecu- : 


liar one in banking circles. With an 
average percentage of clearances 
greater than any city in the United 
States, the monetary institutions of 
this city have suffered more than at any 
time in their existence. The financial 
epidemic, which started in Australia 
and has made its way all around the 
world, showed its symptoms in this 
city, and, but for the sober second 
thought of the people, would have car- 
ried all before it. The troublous 
times of last week are a_ solitary inci- 
dent in the entire history of the city, 
and probably its like will never be seen 
again. While it is true that banks 
have suspended in this city heretofore, 
and that runs by depositors have been 
directed against certain | institutions, 
vet never before has it happened that 
a general run was in effect against all 
the Banks at the sametime. As said 
before, the sober second thought of the 
people was all that saved the city from 
a financial crash, the result of which 
no man can accurately foreshadow. 
The heroic remedies’ adopted by the 
heads of some of the _ institutions 
were merely measures of self-defense, 
but had the incipient craze among the 
depositors been allowed to develop to 
its fullest extent, nothing that the 
bankers could have done would have 
averted the catastrophe. When reason 
regaiued its control of the people the 
danger was over. 
MONDAY, JUNE 19. 

The recent suspension of the Farm- 
ers’ Exchange Bank in San Bernardino, 
and the prior failure of the Riverside 
Banking Company, brought the pres- 
ence of the financial epidemic to. the 
notice of Los Angeles people. For 
weeks previous thé telegraphic dis- 
patches inthe daily papers contained 
accounts of the constant tumbling of 
Eastern banks and mercantile houses. 
People were becoming gradually worked 
up to sense of insecurity. Capital. asa 
general rule, is timid, and the smaller 


the amount the greater’ the 
timidity. Withdrawals were’ con- 
stantly being made from_ the 


banks, but nothing like concentrated 
action on the part of depositors was 
noticed. Bankers, however, could well 
analyze the premonitory symptoms, 
and, with unanimous foresight, quietly 
began to ‘‘heel’’ themselves, and 
awaited the worst. Wherever and 
whenever it was possible to convert 
securities into cash it was done, but so 
quietly that the scary public remained 
in perfect ignorance. A still-hunt was 
absolutely necessary, or the panic, such 
as it was, would have broken sooner 
and when the banks were less prepared 
to stand it. As it was, few bankers ex- 
pected the full force of the storm until 
later in the summer, and, but for the 
failures of the San Bernardino and 
Riverside concerns, there is little doubt 
that this city would yet be waiting for 
the epidemic to strike it. In that case 
the banks would have been able to so 
‘‘fortify’’ themselves that nothing but 
an absolute and persistent craze on the 
part of depositors could budge them. 
A two days’ run, with the 
facilities available in modern bank- 
ing, would have been a mere in- 
cident. People would have seen the 
folly of trying to get the better 
of a band of trained financiers and 
would have desisted. Every bank 
would have kept itsdoors open. The 
panic struck before the banks were en- 
tirely prepared for it. 

The San Bernardino failure had its 
effect. On Monday last it began to be 
openly stated that certain banks in this 
city were shaky. Among those men- 
tioned were the.City Bank. Depositors 
bezan to get out their bank-books, and 
it was noticed that not only at the City 
Bank out at all the others there wasa 
general demand for deposits. The sit- 
uation was becoming alarming and the 
clearing-house held an important meet- 
ing that night. Nothing could be done, 
however, to stem the rising tide. The 
baskers all went home anxiously await- 
ing the next day. 

TUESDAY, JUNE 20. 

The situation onthis day was most 
serious. The threatened storm had 
burst, and the very first monetary in- 
stitution to go down was the City Bank 
on Spring street, between First and 
Second. 

The officers of the bank were inter- 
viewed, and they then claimed, as they 
do now, that every depositor will be- 
paid in full. 

Within an hour after the suspension 
ofthe City Bank the University Bank 
at First street and Broadway quietly 
closed its doors. ~ There had been a run 
since the opening hour. but no one had 
the slightest suspicion that the institu- 
tion was unable to meet all demands. 

Judge R. M. Widney, président of the 
bank was absent from the city, being 
on his way to Chicago to deliver an ad- 
dress before the International Congress 
of Bankers. Whenthe bank closed its 
doors the cashier, George L. Arnold, 
immediately telegraphed to President 
Widney and caught him at Kansas Citv. 
Judge Widney took the next train for 


Los Angeles and arrived home last 


Saturday. 
After the news of the suspension of 
the City and the University Banks 


became general, the real excitement of 
the day began. People seemed to make 
no to-do over the real suspensions of 
two of the smaller banks, but seemed 
to worry themselves a great deal over 
two of the larger and confessedly 
strong banksofthiscitv. Scared depos- 
itors were to be met in all the banks, 
but in many cases, on seeing no excite- 
ment around the doors, returned their 
bank-books to their pockets and left 
for home. 

The Los Angeles National, at the cor- 
ner of First and Spring streets, and the 
First National on Main street, opposite 
Temple, seemed the especial prey of the 
scared depositors. 

A crowd gathered in front of the 
Los Angeles National, between 10 and 
11 o'clock in the morning, and soon 
formed into line, which was kept up 
until the closing hour. The doors of 
the bank were wide open, and the staff 
of clerks were kept busy looking up ac- 
counts and handing out the cash. 
Every depositor who made a demand 
for his money was paid. 

The next largest run was on the First 
Nationg} Bank. A smaller crowd was 
outdoors than would have been the case 
were the accommodations of less capa- 
city inside. No statement was made 
by any of the officials of the bank, but 


that the bank was very hard pressed. 
Officials of the bank have since ad- 
mitted that a ‘‘lunch-counter’’ desk is 
not the proper furniture for a bank dur- 


j ing a crisis such as this. 


Atthe other banks the excitement 
was less noticeable. At the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ Bank qnite a number 
of people thronged the counters all 
day, but it was anthoritatively stated 
that over one hundred and fifty new ac- 
counts had been opened at the bank on 
Tuesday. Inthe Los Angeles Savings 
Bank,-next door to the Farmers’ aad 
Merchants’, there was no appreciable 
excitement. 

Atthe Southern California Savings 
Bank, on the corner of Spring and 
Court streets, many anxious people 
were inside, but a sturdy policeman 
kept the street crowd moving. Depos- 
itors were required to give legal no- 
tice, which some of them did. Others 
took their bank-books and left. 

A visit toall the other banks in the 
city revealed the patent fact that a 
genuine run was on, 

During the afternoon there were con- 
stant rumors of various banks suspend- 
ing, but all such reports were subse- 
quently found to be untrue. Stories of 
large sums of gold being on the way 
from San Francisco gained credence, 
and had a most assuring effect, so that 
when the banking day closed Tuesday 
afternoon, everybody felt that the mor- 
row would decide whether the crash 
had come or-whether it had been 
averted. 

WEDNESDAY, JUNE 21. 

On Wednesday morning the storm was 
at its fiercest. The Southern Califor- 
nia National Bank, in the Nadeau cor- 
ner, did not open, nor did the First 
National. The fact of the latter insti- 
tution being closed and its proximity to 
the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank pre- 
cipitated' a run on institution. 
This lasted only a few hours, however. 
The Broadway Bank and the East Side 
Bank were also announced as closed. 
Contrary to expectation the Los Ange- 
les National Bank opened its doors at 
the usual hour, notwithstanding a long 
line of depositors in front. It was 
noticed, however, that, as the day grew 
older, the line leading to the doors of 
the bank grew beautifully shorter. Ac- 
cessions did not arrive as those at the 
head were waited on inside, and there 
were also frequent desertions from the 
line. 

At noon, on Wednesday, I. W. Heli- 
man, president of the Farmers’ and 
Merchant’s Bank of this city and the 
Nevada Bank of San Francisco, arrived 
from the latter city and was driven to 
his bank. He brought with him a very 
large amount of gold coin, somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $500,000, This 
became quickly noised about the streets, 
and was no small factor in allaying the 
excitement. Money also came down 
from San Francisco for: other banks, 
and these facts, coupled with the ocular 
demonstration that the line in front of 
the Los Angeles National was gradually 
shrinking, restored confidence to a very 
great extent. 

On this day Otto Brodtheck was ap- 
painted receiver for the City Bank. A 
depositor of the bank, Mrs. Margaret 
E. Miller, obtained judgment for about 
$1300, and Judge Shaw thereupon ap- 
pointed the receiver. 

At the closing hour the general feel- 
ing was abroad that the worst was 
over. Nomore banks had suspended 
during the day, and it was deduced 
therefrom that those institutions which 
had so far withstood the gtorm would 

THURSDAY, JUNE 

A small number of peop:e, in compar- 
ison with former days’ crowds, "began 
to gather in front ofthe Los Angeles Na- 
tional Bank, and by 9:80 o’clock there 
were exactly thirty-seven in line. Of 
these twenty-eight were men and nine 
women. At two minutes before 10 
the front doors of the bank were opened 
and President Bonebrake appeared. 
Cheers greeted him, and many friends 
rushed up tooffercongratulations. The 
first ones inthe line were admitted to 
the bank ard were quickly disposed of. 
Several depositors who were near the 
rearendofthe line, seeing that the 
bank was again open, deserted their 
places. 

At noon there were just six people in 
line, and at 12:80 it had entirely dis 
appeared. As the tail-ender ascended 
the steps, a number of spectators set 
upa cheer. Thus ended the run on the 
Los Angeles National Bank and the 
financial flurry in Los Angeles. _ 

A statement was given out at the 
First National Bank, showing that the 
bank held $550,000 of net resources 
over all liabilities. This was looked 
upon as most reassuring, but as the 
bank will have to be examined, under 
instructions of the Comptroller of the 
Currency, it will be several days yet be- 
fore it can reopen. 

Visits to the otber banks revealed 
nothing of importance. All were open, 
and doing business as usuzl. There was 
nothing that looked anything like a run 
in front of any of the doors, and it was 
evident that the financial excitement 
was entirely over. With the target- 
carrier of the line in front of the Los 
Angeles National Bank at 12:30 Thurs- 
day afternoon, disappeared the last 
vestige of the late panic in this city. 

The Board of Trade on this day 
passed strong resolutions of confidence 
in the“banks. Copies were widely cir- 
culated and read. 

FRIDAY, JUNE 238. 

National Bank Examiner W. B. 
Wightman arrived from San Francisco 
and immediately started in to 
straighten out matters. ; 

Atthe Los Angeles National Bank 
the run was entirely over. Not a sin- 
gle depositor was present at the open- 
ing hour. The line of stolid, stubborn 
‘‘bank-runners’’ was a thing of the past. 
Things again resumed their normal con- 
dition, and depositors became in fact, 
as wellas in name, those who brought 
money to the bank, and not those who 
raided it. ,» 

At all other banks business was trans- 
acted as usual. 

The Chamber or Commerce issued an 
address to the public on the financial 
situation, in which it was shown that 
the citv never was in as stable a condi- 
tion as at present. 

SATURDAY, JUNE 24. 

The East Side Bank again opened ‘its 
doors for the transaction of business. 
Deposits were largely in excess of with- 
drawals. 

The receiver of the City Bank gave 
out a statement showing the bank’s 
condition on the day of its closing. 
This statement showed the amount of 
resources in excess of liabilities to be 
$101,750.56. Messrs. W. T. and A. D. 
Childress also executed a deed of all 
their real estate to the receiver as 
further protection and security to de- 
positors. 

Judge Widney, the president of the 
University Bank, returned from his in- 
terrupted Easterntrip. On his return 
the directors of the bank conveyed 
property valued in the aggregate at 
$375,000 to the bank in trust for its 
depositors. The bank’s resources were 
thus increased to $714,000, while the 
total liabilities are only $183,000. 

At the closing hour Saturday the sit- 
uation at the other banks was one of 
serenity. Absolute confidence seemed 
to be restored. As a general rule the 


officials craimed that deposits were in 


it was patent to any impartial observer 


excess of withdrawals. The senseless 


run had entirely ceased, and there was 
little probability of any renewal of the 
excitement. 


PACIFIC BANK FAILURE. 


It Was the Result of Gross Mismanage- 
ment. 

The San Francisco Chronicle, discus- 
sing the failure of the Pacific Bank of 
that city, says- 

The failure of the Pacific Bank canin no 
wise be attributed to the stringency in the 
money market. Itis the result of gross 
mismanagement, of the wildest sort of 
speculation with the funds of stockholders 
and depositors in land, canal and outside 
schemes ofinfinite variety. Whenthe last 
run was made onthe People’s Home Sav- 
ings Bank, in July, i891, the fact was de- 
veloped that the methods of the Pacific 
Bank were very unlike those of other 
banks and were generally condemned by 
everybody but the Bank Commissioners. 
Legitimate bankers then stood aghast at 
the showing made by the Pacific Bank in 
its management of the People’s Home 
Bank, but the latter managed to pull 
through the crisis by aid from the former. 
Since then the methods of the Pacific Bank 
have not been changed. 

it is a matter of consolation to know that 
the failure is not the resuit.of the financial 
condition in the mercantile community, 


but is due to conditions which do not exist. 


inany other bank in thecity. No other 
bank has been attacked with the specula- 
tive fever to the same extent as the Pacific, 
and San Francisco is tO be congratulated 
on the fact. 

The article then goes onto give a 
number of enterprises and speculations 
which have been backed by the bank, 
and which have been unprofitable. 
These include schemes in Arizona, mort- 
gages on property in Southern Califor- 
nia, besides others in the northern part 
of the State. Among other unprofitable 
investments is mentioned the Califor- 
nian Magazine of which Charles Fred- 
erick Holder is the editor, in which ven- 
ture it is stated the bank has lost #60,- 
000, of which amount $20,000, it is 
said, has been charged up to the John 
Brown colony, another one of the 
bank’s projects, on account of adver- 
tising, and $40,000 is carried by notes. 

Bank Commissioner Knight, in an in- 
terview in the same paper, further 
says: 

‘The affairs of the Pacific Bank have been 
a matter of great care and anxiety tothe 
bank commissioners,’’ said he. ‘‘We have 
known the true condition of the bank fora 
long time. I think it was about a year ago 
that we make a complete examination of 
the bank. At that time we madea full, 
complete and detailed report of the assets 
and HMabilities of the bank as they appeared 
on the books to the Attorney-General. He 
now has that report on file. We madea 
statement to him of every piece of real 
estate, every bond and every note held by 
the bank. That report was complete in 
every respect, and stated just what the 
bank carried. Then we = statedtohim in 
writing what we thought wasthe actual 
value of the assetsin every particular. 
We alsoreported that while these assets 
might be fair assets for an individual ora 
syndicate to take hold ot and manage, still 
as bank assets they were not available or 
good assets for a commercial bank to 
carry."’..

full, then cork tightly. To use the 
light remove the cork, allow the air to 
enter, then recork. The whole empty 
space in the bottle will then become 
luminous, and the light obtained will be 
agood one. Assoon as the light be- 
comes dim its power canbe increased 
by opening the bottle and allowing a 
fresh supply of air to enter. 

In very cold weather it is sometimes 
necessary to heat the vial between the 
hands to increase the fluidity of the oil, 
and one bottle will last a winter. This 
ingenious contrivance may be carried in 
the pocket, and it is used by watchmen 
in Paris in all the magazines where ex- 
plosives or inflammable materials are 
stored.

Lessons of the Bank Run. 
There are several lessons to be 


learned from the run on the Los Ange- 
les banks, which run, had the city not 
been so solid, would have proved far 
more disastrous than it did. 

Firstly: There are too many banks 
in Los | Angeles. 

Nineteen banks of all descriptions in 
a city of 65,000 people is too many. 
There are eleven banks in the Los An- 
geles Cléaring-house, and only sixteen 
in that of San Francisco. It is a dan- 
ger to a community when men who 
have had little-or no practical experi- 
ence of the banking business scrape to- 
gether a few dollars and start a bank. 
Such an institution must be a constant 
menace to the banking business in the 
city where it is located; also, conse- 
quently, to the depositors and to the 
business interests of the city. A chain 
is only as strong as its weakest link. 
One break. and there is a panic, which, 
however causeless it may be, is hard 
to stem. It needs long training to 
fit a man for the banking business, so 
that he may be able to make money 
for himself and his stockholders, and at 
the same time avoid endangering his 
depositors. 

Secondly: Accounts have been opened 
too easily in the banks of Los Angeles. 
In the East and in San Francisco an 
introduction and guarantee of standing 
are needed before one can open an ac- 
count with a commercial bank, and 
some questions are asked as to the 
manner in which drafts will be made 
on the deposit. Here, owing to the 
keen competition for business between 
£0 many banks, accounts _have been 
opened with Tom, Dick and Harry, 
ani checks for.amounts below $5 have 
been as plentiful in Los Angeles as 
leaves in Vallambrosa. It is precisely 
this class of people—who have perhaps 
from $50 to $500 at stake—who are the 
first to start a senseless panic, endan- 
gering their own deposits and others.’ 
Several of the more conservative banks 
of the city, which would not formerly 
have thought of accepting such busi- 
ness, have gradually been drawn into 
it through stress of competition, but 
they will doubtless take warning from 
this lesson which they have received. 
It is, of course, perfectly natural that 
the small depositor should be anxious 
about his bank deposit, which may rep- 
resent his all in the world: and it is 
right that he should be protected by 
the bank to the fullest extent, the same 
as the larger depositor; but the panicky 
precipitation of a run may ruin all 
alike. 

Thirdly: There is too much money 
Jocked up in. the banks of Los Angeles. 
Not only is this the case in Los An- 
geles, but also in San Francisco, where. 
only a few week ago, the real estate 
men framed a formal protest at the 
manner in which the banks were inter- 
fering with legitimate business. Of 
course, the banks cannot be blamed for 
this. They are here to do business, 
and will do all they can. But. in their 
over-anxiety to secure large deposits, 
they frequentiy jeopardize themselves. 
Take the savings banks, for instance. 
In the East, as a rule, deposits are lim- 
ited to. $5000. Here on the Pacific 
Coast hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are deposited by capitalists. The with- 
Grawal of one such sum of course 
makes a big hole in a bank’s accounts. 

Commercial banks were intended pri- 
marily for the convenience of business 
‘men; savings banks for the small de- 
positor, who, when he has savéd a con- 
siderable sum, may invest it in a home 
or otherwise. Capitalists devoid of 
public spirit or enterprise have placed 
. Jarge sums in the banks for the sake 


in | 


of the interest, and of what they have 
considered absolute security. The 
slight scare which they have received 
will do them no harm. In thus placing 


in 


their money permanent!y de- 
posit in the banks they = tacitly 
admit that they are incapable of 
judiciously investing their earnings. 
This is a mortifying admission for 
| man to make who has succeeded 


acquiring from $5000 to $20,000 or 
more. In this land of great opportuni- 
ties it should be possible for any man 
to make over 5 per cent. on his money 
in a legitimate enterprise, without in- 
curring undue risks. 

Should the result of the recent flurry 
be to divert a portion of the $11,000,- 
009 deposited in the Los Angeles banks 
into legitimate channels of investment, 
the depositors and the community may 
alike be congratulated. 


A Revolution in Ratlroading. 

The dispatches announce that an- 
other cut has been made by the Great 
Northern Railroad in transcontinental 
rates, the latest figure from St. Paul 
to Pacific Coast points being $25 first 
class and $18 second class. Other 
transcontinental roads are much per- 
turbed at this cut, and a special meet- 
ing of the Western Passenger Asso-

The sun, the great center of our 
System, the source of life and heat and 
power, remains today almost as great 
a mystery as it was when Galileo in- 
curred the wrath of Rome by declaring 
that the earth moves. On the occasion 
of every total éclipse, hundreds of 
eager astronomers turn their glasses 
to the great luminary, in the effort to 
pierce the secret of its existence. 
Schaeberle of the Lick Observatory, 
who has just returned to New York 
from South America, whither he went 
to observe the eclipse of April 16, had 
a theory about the sun, which he be- 
lieves he has proved. He thinks that 
the corona, which appears every time 
there is a toal eclipse of the sun, is 
caused by the fact that the solar globe 
is covered with immense volcanoes, 
which are continually belching forth 
great masses of molten material, which 
the sun draws back to it with a speed 
that cannot be realized. There is little 
doubt that, with the advance of astron- 
omical science, we shall soon know as 
much about the sun as we do of the 
moon, of which accurate maps are now 
made. 


The San Francisco Chronicle of Sat- 
urday quotes Joseph Coyne, an old-time 
resident and ex-Sheriff of San Diego, as 
giving his views on the financial flurry 
in these words:

A Washington special announces that 
the policy of the new Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, Morton, will be the reverse 
of that pursued by Jerry Rusk, who 
was ever striving to expand the work 
of the department. Morton, it is said, 
will limit the work to strictly govern- 
mental functions. He has already cut 
off a number of employees. Economy 
is a good thing, but there is economy 
that is wasteful.

THE OLD SOLDIERS. 


Monica. 


“How the Government Cares for Its 


Brave Defenders. 


Every Convenience Provideai for 
the Old Veterans. 


Extensive Improvements Now Heing 
Made—A Model Institution of the 
Kind—The Daily Routine of 
the Inmates. 


That the Government at Washington 
provides liberally for those who de- 
defended it during the dark days of re- 
bellion no one can deny. Besides the 
large amount in pensions that is an- 
nually disbursed to the old soldiers, 
homes have bean established in a num- 
ber of places throughout the country 
where the men—now old and grizzled 


and in many cases almost helpless—can 


spend the evening of their life with no 
heed as to their maintenance, with no 
anxiety as to how they shall be clothed. 

To Abraham Lincoln, who. above all 
others, was loved as a father by the 
volunteer soldier, is due most of the 
praise and the credit for the establish- 
ment of these homes now existing in 
the United States, and to him, as much 
as to any one, do these veterans who 
are reaping the many incalculable bene- 
fits ot these homes owe a debt of grati- 
tude. Before his untimely death he 
consecrated himself to the work of 
treasuring the memory of the deeds and 
death of those ‘‘who gave the last full 
measure of devotion’’ to save the Na- 
tion’s honor, and, as a result of this 
noble consecration, signed the  biil 
which created the magnificent monu- 
ment tothe memory of the volunteer 
soldier of the United States—the 
National Soldiers’ Home. . 

And now, after all these years, is seen 
today the munificent provisions for the 
support of the old soldier in the splendid 
homes at Washington and Dayton, at 
Togus and Leavenworth, at Milwaukee, 
at Hampton, at Marion and at Santa 
Monica. 

It was a little over four years ago 
that the Board of Managers of the Na- 
tional Homes for. Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers, in looking. about for a suitable 
place to locate a home on this Coast 
selected about 600 acres’of land, four- 
teen miles southeast of Los Angeles, 
and about four miles from where the 
waters of the Pacific kiss the sands at 
Santa Monica. Work was immediately 
commenced upon the buildings, grounds 
were laid out, and now in this year of 
grace 1898 a home is in existence that 
many people of Southern California 
have never visited, nor know but little 
about. 

To bring about the present admirable 
condition of things, to plan and con- 
struct the many buildings that can be 
seen here, to lay out and beautify the 
grounds has required labor and patience 
on the part of those who have had the 
matter in their charge; but order is 
now rapidly developing out of chaos, 
the barren plains are taking on beauty, 
the desert is being made to blossom as 


the rose. 
this spot and you will be 


Visit 
astonished; look about this village of 
soldiers and you Will be repaid. Here 
between 900 and 1000 men are living 
under a semi-military discipline, gov- 
erned by the articles of war, but with 
none of the tedious, exacting restraints 
of aregular army camp. Col. Charles 
Treichel, the governor—a man 
who fought for his country with 
distinguished bravery during the 
war, beafing today many a 
grievious wound as a_é reminder 
of that fierce conflict—has been here 
since the home was founded. He is in 
every way fitted for the position he 
holds, by reason of his large experience 
in other homes of this character, and, 


“by reason also of the intense interest 


he takes in the welfare of every old 
volunteer veteran who knocks for ad- 
mission at the doors of the institution. 
In him every member of the home has 
a friend, and under his administration 
the percentage of misconduct is mar- 
velously small. In fact, an arrest or an 
imprisonment in the guard hotse is an 
occurrence that is rare indeed. As I 
have been through the home, talking 
with the members, and investigating its 
workings, I find all who are here, are, 
aes awhole, a happy and contented lot. 
And why should they not be happy? 
They want for nothing that is necessary 
for their comfort. They iive in a loca- 
tion that is unsurpassed for heaith and 
beauty, and ought to appreciate the 
benefits that the Government has seen 
fit to bestow upon them. 
. In order to procure admittance into 
this home, a man must, first, have an 
honorable discharge from the service of 
the United States, and second, have a 
disability which prevents him from 
earning his living by labor. Soldiers 
and sailors whose pensions exceed 316 
per month are not eligible as members 
of the home, unless the reasons are pe- 
culiar, and are explained to the gov- 
ernor and. are satisfactory to him. 
When a man makes application for 
membership he must take an oath that 
he has not been in a State home 


for a period of six months pre- 
ceding; that he has not. aided 
or abetted rebellion against the 


United States, and he stipulates that he 
will abide by all the rules of the home, 
obey the orders, and deposit all pension 
vouchers with the treasurer of the 
home. If the certificate of the surgeon 
is favorable, that is, disabied either 
permanently or temporarily, the adju- 
tant of the post issues him an order of 
admission to a company, and he be- 
comes a member in ‘good standing.’’ 
He reports to the captain of the com- 
pany, is assigned a_ place in the com- 
pany barracks, and receives in due 
course of time his uniform and other 
wearing apparel. This consists of 
pants, blouse, great coat, shirts, draw- 
ers, socks, hat and pair of suspenders, 
and every member is given a certain 
allowance every year and no more. 

The government is very magnanimous 
to the tobacco user, and a regular issue 
is made every week toeach non-pen- 
sioner of four ounces of smoking and 
two ounces of chewing tobacco. Those 
who draw pensions are supposed to fur- 
nish their own tobacco. 

Each company, composed of an aver- 
age of two hundred men, occupies a 
barracks building, and there are six of 
these buildings. They are large, two- 
story structures, most of them sur- 
rounded by attractive beds of flowers 
with grassy plots and borders. There 
are two large roomson each floor in 
which are the cots of the members. 
Every bedstead is of iron pattern, with 
mattress, clean sheets, pillows and pil- 
low cases, and every bed has three large 
army blankets. Atthe head of every 
bed is a neat locker, containing their 
laundry and things of this character. 
And how neatand clean arfe all these 
compartments: hardly aspeck of dirt, 
hardly the sign of disorder. The rules 
of the home require that the men shall 


. wash and dress neatly, keep their beds 


and rooms in aneat manner, and bathe

at least once a week, and these orders 
are obeyed without a dissent. 

Washrooms and bathrooms are on 
every floor, and water is plentiful and 
used without stint. . All the barracks 
are builtonthe same plan, and are 
| neatly painted and admirably situated. 
Balconies are at the front of each and 
on all corners, and cupalos surmount 
the top, and from their windows and 
porticos the veterans have a view that 
is charming—Los Angeles away off to 
the northeast, Inglewood to the east, 
waving fields of barley all around— 
with the glimmering waters of the Pa- 
cific to the west and south. 

What canI say of the dining hall? 
To see the vast ‘throng wulk into the 
room asthe bell sounds, and without 
‘the slightest disorder take their seats 
at the tables, is a sight that should be 
seen, and how are they fed you ask? 
‘Better than many of the toilers in our 
cities and on our farms. Every day 
800 pounds of fresh meat is used; 1200 
pounds of bacon and 1500 pounds of 
ham every month. They also consume 
300 dozen eggs each week, and 650 
pounds of butter, and fresh vegetables, 
fruit and berries in season. A ton and 
a half of ice is used every week in the 


hot weather, and acarload of flour a 


month is required to bake the bread to 
feed the veterans. ‘The bill of fare is 
sufticient, and while it is not luxurious, 
it is ‘wholesome and substantial. 
two days of the week isitthesame. 1 
enjoyéd the hospitality of the home on 
a Friday, and for dinner there was 
fresh fish, boiled salmon, potatoes, pud- 
ding, bread, coffee. The kitchen is a 
model of cleanliness, 
inspection of the most fastidious. 

Every member of the home is subject 
to a.week’s dining-room duty once in 
evéry three or four months. That is to 
say, a cettain number of men are de- 
tailed from each company every Mon- 
day morning to wait upon the tables, 
and to attend to such duty in the dining- 
hall. This duty is compulsory, and de- 
volves alike upon the non-commissioned 
officer and the private. If, however, 
any one sees fit to abstain from this 
work he has the privilege of employing 
a substitute, whom he must pay $1.50 
per week, and these substitutes are 
easily obtained. 

The sanitary condition of the bar- 
racks and of the kitchen and _ dining- 
room is now almost perfect. No filth 
whatever is allowed to accumulate, and 
water is freely usedin cleansing all de- 
partments. Every Monday morning a 
thorough inspection is made of all the 
quarters by the company captains, and 
on that day all the bed linen and clothes 
of the members go to the laundry. 

Let me speak of the hospital. This 
building is by far the largest on the 
reservation grounds, and is devoted 
alone to hospital purposes. The main 
building is the administration branch 
of the hospital, and contains. the sur- 
geon's office, reception-room, dispen- 
sary, captain’s room, and, in the upper 
story, sleeping rooms of the officers. 
From this main part extend the wings 
containing the dining-room, wards for 
the sick, and kitchen on the second 
floor. Dr. H. E. Hasse, the surgeon in 
charge, with’ Dr. E, L. Puitt, assistant 
surgeon, look out with careful watch- 
fulness for the health of the unfortu- 
nate patients. Here are eighty-one 
veterans, who are suffering with many 
disorders, and about thirty appear here 
every morning at 9 o'clock to answer 
the sick call. Capt. Dickson, in charge 
of the dispensary, compounds some- 
thing like one hundred prescriptions 
every day. 

The kitchen, situated on the second 
floor in order thatthe oders from the 
cooking will not disturb the patients, 
is regulated with surprising neatness, 
and is supplied with all the latest ap- 
pliances for the preparation of food. 
especially for the sick. Steam from 
the engine-room is used extensively in 
cooking here. = 

All the wards have competent nurses 
in attendance and day'to look 
after the sick, and the patients are sup- 
plied all their wants in the way of spe- 
‘clalarticles of food. A great many 
chickens and plenty of chicken broth 1s 
used in this department, and, in fact, 
Dr. Hasse is very solicitous that just 
what the patients need to build them 
up is forthcoming. One special feature 
of this building is the passage ways 
leading. from the wings contaning 
the wards to the main _ building 
containing the dining-room. These are 
protected from inclement weather by a 
glass siding the entire length. Pa- 
tients can thus pass to and fro without 
being subject to the raw winds and 
rain storms of winter. A great deal of 
new work is being done about the hos- 
pital grounds. The driveways are be- 
jig graded, lawns started, shrubbery 
and flowers set out, and ere long it will 
be as attractive and beautiful as the 
skill of the landscape artist can 
make it. 

The home cemetery is situated on an 
elevation to the northwest of the build- 
ings. Here repose the remains of 
about a hundred and eighty-five of the 
veterans who have died since the foun- 
dation of the home. Each grave is 
marked witn a plain marble headstone, 
containing the man’s name, company 
and regiment. All funerals that occur 
here are officially announced by the 
governor, andadetail of pall-bearers 
is selected from the various companies, 
and also a firing squac in like manner, 
and all are laid to rest with the honors 
due the soldier. . 

The nursery and greenhouse, or 
propagating room, is a feature here 
that should by all means beseen. Here 
there is an infinite variety of flowering 
plants and shrubbery that will be trans- 
planted to beautify and adorn the 
grounds, and the young trees in the 
nursery are of many a variety and of 
varied growth. There is a large or- 
chard of figs, peaches, pears and ap- 
ples and oranges and lemons are grow- 
ing, too. The orange trees need water, 
and, now that the supply is assured, it 
is suggested that more attention be 
given to the irrigation of these trees. 

On the grounds, too, are the comfort- 
able residences of Gov. Treichel, Treas- 
urer Thornton and Surgeon Hasse. 
The houses are all two-story frame 
buildings, suitably finished on both 
exterior and interior, and are so situa- 
ted as to meet all the requirements for 
which they were intended. 

The Headquarters building is a neat 
two-story structure across a well-kept 
plaza from the barracks, and in the 
midst of a grove of trees and shrubs 
that will one day be beautiful to look 
upon. In this building are the gov- 
ernor’s headquarfers, adjutant’s room, 
treasurer’s office, and on the upper floor 
the library quarters. 

All these different buildings are sup- 
plied with the water that is brought, 
fresh and cool from the caiion springs. 

And this water supply is almost inex- 
haustible. The water comes from the 
purest of springs in the Santa Monica 
Caijion, about three miles from the res- 
ervation grounds. Here is a service 
reseryoir with acapacity of 500,000 
gallons a day, that supplies all of the 
water for domestic purposes. Not far 
from here, at the mouth of the Sepul- 
veda Cafion, workmen are busily at 
work throwing up a high earth embank- 
ment, inclosing a space of thirty-five 
acres. Ino thisenclosure the surplus from 
the service reservoir is allowed to flow, 
and even now the water here has at- 
tained a depth, at the deepest place, of 
forty feet. The embankment around 
this-dam is 250 feet wide at. the base, 


and in the center is a groove of pud-

dled clay, trod and tightly pressed in to 
prevent any seepage that may occur, 
Near the center of the sheet of water, 
inclosed by thisembankment, is a tower, 
containing valves, to regulate the water 
supply, and there is a five-foot tunnel 
from the tower through the embank- 
ment, which conveys the pipes with the 
water to the home, a mile or so away. 

The actual capacity of the dam is 
many millions of gallons, and is in- 
tended wholly for irrigation purposes, 
and the water will be conveyed ina 
twelve-inch pipe. The dam'is practi- 
cally 560 feet higher than the level of 
the sea, and abont one hundred. and 
seventy-five feet higher than the home. 

This will be 2 beautiful place eventu- 
ally. A driveway on the top of the em- 
bankment, its entire length, is to be 
made, trees and shrubbery are to be set 
out, and an island on the northerly side 
of the lake will be the result.of a knoll 
which exists there now. There will 
also be boats upon the lake, and from 
the surroundings, and the views to be 
here obtained, the picturesqueness and 
beauty of the place cannot be esti- 
mated or recounted at this time. 

Inspector-General E. I. Brown, whose 
duties extend to all the homes in the 
country,is now here, and is devoting him- 
self more particularly to this develop- 
ment of the water supply.«»Connected 
with Gen. Brown, in the construction 
of the reservoir and dam, is O. E. Good- 
ale, inspector of construction, and 
Mr. Laird, foreman. Sixty-eight men 
and thirty-two teamsare employed con- 
stantly. and it is the intention of these 
gentlemen to have the work completed 
in thirty days. 

There are many interesting points 
about ‘the home that ought to 
be described. Among “these is the 
engine-room, which heats the water 
for use in the kitchens, the hospital and 
the barracks buildings, and also fur- 
nishes steam for heating. Petroleum 
is used entirely for fuel, and the fires 
are never allowed to go out. I could, if 
space permitted, describe the steam 
laundry, where all thé-washing for the 
institution is done—work of this char- 
acter that is far superior to some I 
have seen. Then there is the chicken 
ranch, dairy, pig pens and vegetable 
gardens and many other points that 
would repey the people of Southern 
California to personally inspect. 

The location here is beautiful, the 
climate charming, and I doubt if the 
mass of the people, or of the members 
of the home themselves appreciate to a 
small degree the comforts that these 
old veterans of many a hard fought bat- 
tle derive at this home. Thev are in- 
deed incalculable. And I think that the 
idea that a man whocomes here loses 
his respect, or is any the less a man, is 
erroneous. Here he who is disabled, or 
who for-any reason is incapable of 
fighting the battle of life—with the for- 
titude that he fought for his country a 
quarter ofa century ago—can find a 
haven, a refuge, a home. His duties 
are light, his responsibilities are few, 
and the social surroundings are being 
improved as the home grows older. 

A splendid band has been attached to 
the home, which gives aconcert for one 
hour every afternoon from the rotunda 
of the dining hall. This band is com- 
posed of musicians selected from the 
members of the home, with a few ex- 
ceptions, and the music they play is ex- 
tremely classical Then the religious 
inclinations of the veterans are not 
overlooked. On two Sundays in each 
month Rev. Father Hawse of the Cath- 
olic Church says mass at the hall at 9 
am.; on one Sunday morning in each 
month Rev. Merlin-jones of the Santa 
Monica Episcopal Church administers 
communion, and ontwo Sunday after- 
noons of each month the same clergy- 
man conducts the evening service of his 
church. Rev. Mr. Culvervf the Santa 
Monica Congregational Church also con- 
ducts Sunday service. On Wednesday 
evenings there is also a prayer-meeting 
at the hali, and generally on Friday 
evenings there is a song service, in 
which the ladies of the home take a 
leading part. 

The Home Minstrel Club, too, gives 
an entertainment about once a fort- 
night, and the Grand Army Post. has its 
regular meeting every Tuesday evening. 

And then there is the library. The 
quarters occupied by this important 
branch of the home are almost elegant— 
large, airy, convenient, and, though the 
books are now limited, efforts are being 
strenuously made to putit on a better 
footing. Whenthis is accomplished a 
great deal will have been added to the 
conveniences and comfort of the vet- 
erans. 

The facilities for reaching the home 
are of the best. Some wee ago the 
Southern Pacific Company constructed 
a branch from the main line that runs 
to Santa Monica, and now trains from 
Los Angeles run directly to the Sol- 
diers’ Home station close to the build- 
ings and grounds. This branch road 
here makes a complete circle around 
through the orchard, so trains heading 
in from the main line, running around 
this loop, are in shape to take thei 
way out again ‘head foremost.’ 

There. is also a street car line from 
Santa Monica to the home, and cars on 
this road make almost hourly trips. 

A postoffice is in operation on the 
grounds, and the daily receipt and de- 
livery of mails is another convenience 
that all who live here should appre- 
ciate, and then there is a restaurant, 
and cigar and fruit stand, conducted b 
the home management, and here visit- 
ors can obtain meals and light refresh- 
ments. The money derived from this 
source all goes into the post fund—as 
does that from the ‘‘canteen.’’ 

A blacksmith shop is in operation, 
where all the home work is done, and 
also a tin shop, shoe shop for repairing, 
carpenter shops, paint shop and har- 
ness shop. | 

The old soldiers here must have some 
diversion. Their life is a good deal ofa 
routine, and whatever can be done for 
their comfort and their good, Col. 
Treichel is heartily in favor of. 

* This is but a semi-military post, yet 
some of the rules observed in army 
camps are adhered to, and the other 
day I was thrilled as I watched the old 
flag lowered from the staff at head 
quarters just as the sun was sinking in 
the west. Then Cannoneer Cox, an old 
battle-scarred hero, now almost totter- 
ing with his 80 years, fired the sunset 
gun—and the old fellow loves that 
gun—and he loves the flag. He will 
never forget it—and may it enshroud 
him when he joins that grand army 
that guards the doors of heaven. 

As I walked about the grounds and 
through the barracks after nightfall I 
was impressed with the good order and 
quietness that prevailed—no disturb- 
ance, no noise—and at 8:30 I heard the 
bugle sound “tattoo,” followed in thirty 
minutes by the long. solemn tones of 
“taps’’—and the lights went out—mnot a 
sdund from all these many men was 
heard, ail was still. The old veterans 
had turned im; the camp was in silence.

IN DARKEST AFRICA. 

Fred Burnham of this place, whose little 
family trip into the heart of Africa has re- 
ceived previous mention, is stéll on his 
journeyings, and, atter six months of 
almost constant travel, is not yet at bis des- 
tination. From recent letters received 
here it appears that ‘‘Darkest Africa"’ has 
many features that conimend it to the likes 
otcivilized men. The last town of impor- 
ance passed by Mr. Burnham and family 
before reaching their destination, Fort 
Saulisbury, was Johannesburg, which is 
just below the twenty-sixth parallel and 
one-third of the distance between the 
twenty-eighth and thirtieth meridians. It 
¥ is nine years old and has a population of 
40,000, largely the growth of the last five 
years, which is due to the big mining camps 
inthe Rand Hills. Geographies and the 
outside world know very little about 
Africa." 

To Johannesburg and beyond the journey 
was made by burro-cart, four burros driven 
to a buckboard large enough to carry pro- 
visions and bedding for three. With this 
outfit an advance of fifteen miles a day can 
be made over the hills. Thisis the way it 
is done: 
“Begin trecking at 7 a.m., outspan at11 
for three hours, then treck from 2 till 7, 
eat a cold supper and are ready for bed. 
A great big buil-team just passed. They 
drive nine yokes of oxen here, and have a 
foreioper who leads them, and a driver 
walks by the side of the team. We had a 
forejoper out of Urban, but he was more 
bother than he was worth, and we get along 
better, now that we are alone."’ 

There are many interesting points about 
the country through which Mr. and Mrs. 
Burnham are traveling. Some of its char- 
acteristics, however, must be adapted for 
full appreciation, as, for instance, these: 
“Another team of four yokes of oxen 
passed this noon. A young man (native) 
with two young wives. Oneof them was 
foreloping, while the other rode on the load 
of pumpkins, while he didthe driving. The 
foreloper wore a low-necked dress which: 
did not reach to her knees. She had on 
five bracelets on each ankle, knee, wrist, 
and above each elbow. ..... We 
shall soon have to keep fires burning all 
night to scare away the lions, lest they kill 
Our burros.”’ 

BALL AND RACQUET.

The contests 
atthis tourney will be for the ciub’s six 
gold medals. There will be from a dozen 
to sixteen entries for both the singles and 
doubles. On Tuesday, July ¢, a substaa- 
tial lunch will be served on the grounds ad- 
joining the court, and the public, or such 
part as takes interest in tennis, is cordi- 
ally invited to attend and enjoy both game 
and lunch. 

Itis now planned to senda representa- 
tion of six players from the club here to 
contest in the Redondo tournament on July 
.17. They will enter for both the singles 
and doubles.

SHOT KILL. 


A Serious Shooting Affray in the 
Soledad Canyon. 


A Squaatter Attempts to Perforate a 
Couple of Frenoh Sheep-herders— 
One Man Serioasly Injared— 

Onuse of the Trouble. 


Yesterday morning at about 9 o'clock 
a difficulty occurred between a man 
named Hamilton and Joseph Camou 
and Bernard Gauchou, two French 
sheep-herders up in Soledad Canyon, 
the affair ending by Hamilton pulling 
a revolver and firing five shots at the 
Frenchmen, two of which took effect 
in Camou’s body, inflicting serious 
wounds. 

Hamilton, it is said, owns 160 acres of 
land adjacent to the siding called Russ 
station, near Ravenna. He has lately 
been engaged in hauling wood to the 
railroad from the timber further away, 


/during week days, living in an impro- 
| vised ‘‘shack,’’ meanwhile, on his claim, 
It in order to acquire the desired title. 


Yesterday morning the two herders 
Started to drive their flock of sheep 
| over the public road, which divides 
| Hamilton's land, when the latter came 
out and told them that they could not

and jnsisted that Camou and Gauchou 
should pay the same. Gauchou, who 
was the only one of the two men who 
could speak English, said to Hamilton 
that it was a county road, and that 
they did not propose to pay for the 
privilege of driving sheep over it. The 


two Frenchmen then procéeded to start 
fellow haq ‘he animals ahead. Hamilton there- 
to such a height that if the fellow had ‘upon drew @ six-shooter and fired five 


_ shots in rapid succession. 


Two of them 
were aimed at Gauchou, but the bullets 
only pierced his clothes. Camou did 
not fare so well. One shot took effect 
in his left thigh and the other struck 
him in the back, just below the left 
ribs, and passed through some of the 
muscles, coming out on the left side. 

_Immediately after firing the shots 
Hamilton turned and ran, son disap- 
pearing over a hill. 

Gauchou assisted his wounded com- 
A pas- 
senger train came along within a few 
minutes and the injured man was put 
aboard. Deputy Sheriff J. C. Wray 


had been notified and was in waiting 


with a carriage at the San Fernando- 


Street depot, From there the wounded
